Huerta Delegates Said to Have 
Permission to Meet Carranza 
Adherents 


Niagara Falls, Ont., June 22~—-The 
United States government has tnvited 
the representatives of General Carranza 
and General Huerta to meet at an in- 
formal conference here with the hope 
of bringing about the pacification of 
Mexico. 

The ‘Huerta delegates today inform- 

ed the American delegates through the 
mediators. that they were willing to 
deal with the constitutionalists in this 
way. 
Niagara Falls, Ont, June 22.—Actual 
negotiations between representatives 
of the two fighting factions in Mexico 
in an effort to agree on an individual 
for the provisional presidency is the 
Mexican problem. 

Just how the two elements will be 
drawn together remains a secret today, 
nnd it became known that strong pres- 
sure had been brought to bear on 
General Carranza through the Amer- 
{can government that the mediators 
had persuaded the Huerta government 
to come into the plan. 

Informal parleys between the repre- 
rentatives of the two factions outside 
of the formal mediation proceedings 
but with the counsel and advice of the 
American delegates, is the object of 
the new plan, This was adopted as a 
last resort, every effort to get the con- 
Ktitutionalists to agree to an armistice 
us decided by the mediators, having 
failed, 

The appeal which Is said to have 
influenced both factions 1s that the 
Mexicans themselves must save their 
country from further spollation and 
bloodshed by sacrifice. But neither 
side will be asked to abandon the price 
for which they have been contending. 
lt will be several days before the plan 
will materialize and constitutionalist 
delegates can arrive,

by Carranza to attend the Informal 
conferences here. 

The Huerta delegates are understood 
to have consulted their government 
and secured permission to deal with 
the constitutionalists. 

Washington, June 22.—Indications 
here today were that the coming of 
the three new representatives of the 
constitutionalist movement would open 
the way for informal negotiations be- 
tween those forces and the American 
mediators at Niagara Falls. That the 
mediators themselves will welcome 
anything the American delegates can 
do with the constitutionalists was as- 
sured here.

Aftermath Worse Still 

The battle itself was absolutely 
awful, states Mr. Trub, but tho after- 
math was even worse. They piled the 
dead victims together In a great heap, 
poured ofl on them and set them on 
fire. The pictures show the whole 
proceedings and the black, charred 
mass that was left, They also show 
Dr. Pryor and others dressing the 
wounded. It Is stated that they were 
taken amid such favorable surround- 
ings that the officers can be dils- 
tinguished, 

During the battle one side ran out of 
ammunition and a hand-to-hand fight 
was ordered. Altogether Mr. Trub tolls 
“a most graphic story of the whole 
battle. Tt was ten days afterwards be- 
fore he got a chance io get out of the 
piace, but ho stated today that It was 
“no more Mexico,” 

Bernhardt Shot as Spy 

Young Bernhardt went up to the top 
of the hill one day to take the pictures 
of an engagement—and never return- 
ed. His camera and outfit were found 
and it was afterwards learned that a 
man answering his description exactly 
had been captured and shot as a spy. 
Dr. Pryor was arrested and confined 
for two months at one stretch. 

Some of the Mexicans are furious 
haters of photographers and  news- 
paper men. They belleve that the mov- 
ing picture machine are new kinds of 
runs and often shoot at them, destroy- 
ing tuousands of feet of valuable film, 
Mr. Trub declares that, outalde of Villa, 
any other leaders of officers would con- 
fiscate film go as to be able to sell It 
to the highest bidders, ‘
